Twenty four (24) rabbits were used to carry out a 42-day study to assess possible toxicity due to 
chronic oral intake of d-serine in both rodent and non-rodent species. This nonclinical laboratory 
study was conducted to provide support for research regulated by the F.D.A. The Principal 
Investigator of the study has been awarded an NIMH research grant for clinical testing of d- 
serine, pending F.D.A. approval. During the course of the study five of the rabbits showed 
clinical signs of distress (loss of appetite and weight loss) due to probable renal insult. Although 
these five rabbits were given additional fluid and nutritional support they were not treated with 
analgesics because this might have compromised the results of the study. All five showed signs 
of recovery after supportive measures were taken and survived until the planned end-point of the 
study.

The veterinary response to the clinical signs of distress was based on the clinical judgment that 
the supportive relief undertaken was sufficient treatment to alleviate the problem, while the 
efficacy and possible confounding effects of analgesic treatments were unknown.
